Reasons for Allowance 

3. As indicated in the applicant's arguments (Remarks 9/19/2007, page 10), the 
prior art of record, including Kutz, Wang and Dabak fail to teach or suggest a method of 
assigning a set of channel-tap locations by a sequential (or heuristic) search based on 
said composite channel impulse response, with each said channel tap depending on 
said composite channel impulse response. In the prior art the channel tap locations are 
individually determined based on the location of each multipath separately, not the 
composite channel response (multipath). 

4. Claims 1 - 5, 7 - 14, 16 - 21 , 23, 25 - 26 are allowed.
